C h ic a g o , Oct. 9.—President McKin­ 
ley laid the cornerstone of the new 
federal building in this city today. 
Among the prominent persons pres­ 
ent were most of the members of the 
cabinet. Sir Wilfrid Lanrier, premier of 
Canada, Vice President Mariscal of 
Mexico and the governors of a number 
of states. 
Vice President Mariscal and Sir Wil­ 
frid Lanrier were presented to Presi­ 
dent McKinley before the ceremonies 
this morning. 
At the exercises for children in the 
auditorium during Sunday afternoon 


SIR WILFRID LA CHI EU, 
the president, in response to prolonged 
cheering, said: 
“I do not like to interrupt the singing 
of the American hymn by making a 
speech. I can only express to you the 
very great satisfaction it is to me tc 
witness this magnificent demonstration 
of patriotism and love of God.” 
The big hall was packed with expect­ 
ant humanity and the chief executive 
listened attentively to addresses made 
by Rev. Samuel B. Barnitz, Des Moines, 
Kev. Father Maurice J. Dorney and 
Rev. J. A. Rondthaler. He vigorously 
applauded 
a 
mention 
of 
Admiral 
Dewey made during Father Dorney’s 
speech. 
At his apartments in the Auditorium 
Annex the president was met by a dele­ 
gation of colored men from 
Quinn 
chapel and accepted their invitation to 
speak a few words to the colored folks. 
The dimly lighted little church, with 
its humble appointments, was in strange 
contrast to the magnificence of the 
scene of the services earlier in the day. 
The president said: 
“My F riends—It gives me very great 
pleasure to meet with you on this mem­ 
orial day. The noblest sentiment of the 
human heart, after love of God, is love 
of country, and that includes love of 
-home, the cornerstone strength and 
fcaifctv. Your race has demonstrated its 
patriotism by its sacrifices—its love of 
the flag by dying for it. That is the 
greatest test of fidelity and loyalty. The 
nation bas appreciated the valor and 
patriotism of the black men of the 
nhed States. 
They not only fought 
ln ^bba, but in the Philippines, and 
they are carrying the flag as the symbol 
cr liberty ana hope to an oppressed peo-

So persistent aud withal so 
pretty was little Harry Allen Storm 
who, mounted on his wheel in his Lord 
Fauntleroy toggery followed the presi­ 
dent, that, upon bis arrival at the hotel 
from the home ot Captain Mc Williams, 
the nation’s chief sent for the boy, 
shook the lad’s hand and covered him 
with confusion by his kindly words of 
greeting. 
Over .3,000 persons were present at 
the Auditorium last night attending 
the union religious services. Hundreds 
were turned away. 
Tile appearance of President McKin­ 
ley was the signal for wild applause. 
The entire audience arose and handker­ 
chiefs waved the Chautauqua salute. 
The president stood in his box and 
bowed to tile audience repeatedly. Mrs. 
McKinley did not attend the services. 
The program was opened with “Guil- 
mant’s Religious March,” an organ 
prelude by Arthur Dunham. After the 
offering of the Lord’s prayer by Rev. 
J. D. beverringhouso, a 
responsive 
Bible re ading was led by Bishop Ben­ 
jamin W. Arnett of the African M. E. 
church. 
Bishop Samuel Fallows, as 
chairman of the meeting, then intro­ 
duced the Rev. William M. Lawrence, 
who spoke on the “Moral Power of 
Chicago.” 
“Damascus Triumphal March” was 
rendered by the Apollo Musical club 
and, after an address by Rev. R. A. 
White, “The Star Spangled Banner,” 
by the Apollo club, was greeted with 
much applause. 
President McKinley and most of his 
party then retired from the hall to their 
hotel apartments. 
President McKinley was treated to a 
pleasant surprise when he arose Sun­ 
day morning. His brother, Abner Mc­ 
Kinley, accompanied by Mrs. MfKin- 
ley, Miss Mabel McKinley and Colonel 
E. A. Brawn, arrived at the annex 
early in the morning, and were the first 
ones to greet the chief executive and 
Mrs. McKinley. 
The president had 
quite a long talk with his brother and 
afterward received the various members 
of his cabinet.

Synod—Some 
P roceedings of 
the M eeting. 


P i t t s b u r g , Oct. 9 .— Rev. W. S. Dan- 
iey, D. D.. of Owensboro, Ky., one of 
the prominent men at the Cumberland 
Presbyterian synod, preached in the 
Shady Avenue Baptist church Sunday. 
Reports on different matters were 
made at the meetings of the synod 
bat ar clay. 
It was reported that the schedule for 
synodical meetings had been fixed for 
bept. ^6, 1900, for Ohio, aud Sept. 28, 
19oO, for Pennsylvania. The board of 
trustees submitted a report showing 
that $50,000 had been collected and dis­ 
bursed, and that a balance of #4,800 re­ 
mained in the hands of the treasurer. 
Rev. H. C. Bird or Uniontown showed 
that in the four presbyteries of the state 
there are 5,048 sunday school members. 
This is 1,4.30 below the church member­ 
ship. 
Rev. T. M. Hurst read the report of 
the cornulite on Christian Endeavor. 
The report of the committee on tem­ 
perance, read by Rev. D. A. Cooper, 
recommended that the church make 
a united stand against the liquor traffic. 
Elder Garber made a speech against 
the president’s action in the army can­ 
teen matter, saying that che attorney 
general had nullified toe law aud the 
president, who had che power co dis­ 
miss him for allowing the law to be dis­ 
obeyed, had not done so and had winked 
at the act. 
Rev. J. G. Patten said he is not satis­ 
fied with the Prohibition party, and 
does not propose to allow himself to be 
forced to vote with it.

An ti-Sa loon League is doing more to 
down tne drink traffic than the Prohibi­ 
tionists are. He favored voting for men 
and not for party.

General Schwan’s Column En­ 
gaged In Sharp Fighting. 


THREE OFFICERS, 9 MEN WOUNDED.

General Schwan’s advance guard en­ 
tered Rosario, this morning, meeting 
with slight resistance. 
N oveleta, Island of Luzon, Oct. 9.— 
General Schwan’s column, consisting 
of the Thirteenth infantry, a battalion 
of the Fourteenth, two troops of cav­ 
alry, Captain Reilly’s battery of the 
Fifth artillery and Lowe’s scouts, ad­ 
vanced from 
Bacoor and occupied 
Oavite Viejo and Noveleta. 
The American loss was three officer! 
and nine privates wounded, one of the 
officers being mortally hurt. The loss 
of the enemy is unknown, but the 
bodies of three Filipinos were seen. 
There were two sharp fights neax 
Noveleta. Lowe’s scouts first encoun­ 
tered the enemy near Cavite Viejo and 
soon put them to flight, continuing 
their advanee. 
Captain Saffold’s battalion of the 
Thirteenth regiment, with two com­ 
panies of the Fourteenth and a number 
of Tagalo scouts, Captain McGrath, 
commanding the troops from the Fourth 
cavalry, aud Captain Reilley’s battery 
came upon the enemy in a strongly en­ 
trenched position on the road between 
Cavite Via jo and Novelets. A fight 
lasting about half an hour followed, re­ 
sulting in the enemy being driven back. 
The American forces sustained consid­ 
erable losses in this engagement, the 
men being shot from trenches and 
shacks along the road. 
The column then pressed on to Nova- 
leta, which they found deserted and 
stopped to remain there for the night. 
Tile marines aud naval forces co-oper­ 
ated with the troops. 
The gunbats 
Wheeling, Petrel and Callao lay off the 
shore near Noveleta and threw shells 
into that town and Santa Cruz for an 
hour, preparing the way for the marines 
to land, 
l wo battalions, consisting of 
450 marines, under Colonel Elliott, ad­ 
vanced along the peninsula from Ca­ 
vite to N oveleta. The only way was by 
a narrow road through swamps. 
A mile beyond tile marines’ outpost 
the column was suddenly received with 
a volley from trenches across the road. 
A flank movement was executed and 
the insurgents were driven from the 
trenches, the marines wading through 
rice fields in turning the flank of the 
enemy, who retreated to strong sand 
forts across the creek dividing the pen­ 
insula, destroyiug the bridge across the 
stream. 
The marines waded through more 
rice fields, lorded the river in water to 
their shoulders and carried the forts, 
meeting with feeble resistance, the first 
encounter 
having disheartened 
the 
enemy. Squads were sent to Noveleta 
and burned the town and the huts all 
along the road from which the enemy 
commenced the firing. There a junc­ 
tion was formed witn the scents who 
had been sweeping the swamps and 
thickets. Thence the marines returned 
to Cavite thoroughly exha Pied. 
Lieutenant Wynne, with a three- 
pounder, did good execution during the 
advance. General Lawton was not in 
personal command of the movement. 
Captain Cowles’ battalion of the 
Fourth infantry, while reconnoitering, 
found a body ot several hundred insur­ 
gents near San Nicolas. After a brisk 
fight, lasting about three quarters of an 
hour, the enemy was driven off. In 
this engagement the American casual­ 
ties were four men slightly wounded. 
Six of the enemy were killed, but the 
number of wounded was not known. 
The bad condition of the roads made 
the progress of tne artillery slow. 
The advance from Amus aud Bacoor 
toward Malabon and Old Cavite began. 
General Lawton was in command. 
Aguinaldo, in a proclamation an­ 
nouncing the 
release of 
American 
prisoners and authorizing Filipino sol­ 
diers in the northern provinces to re­ 
turn to their homes, says: 
“ in America there is a great party 
that insists on the government recog­ 
nizing Filipino independence. 
That 
party will compel the United States to

solem nity and good faith, though uot 
put into writ mg. 
“Therefore, we must show our grati­ 
tude and maintain our position more 
resolutely than ever. 
We should pray 
to God that the great Democratic party 
may win tile next presidential election 
ami imperialism fail in its mad attempt 
to subjugate us by force of arms. There 
are some Americans in the Philippines 
who have joined us because the disap­ 
proval war of what Mr. Atkinson calls 
criminal aggression. 
When offered a 
chance to return to their own camp 
they declined.” 
Throughout the proclamation Aguin­ 
aldo denounces “the imperialists” in* 
atead of “the Americans, as in former 
documents. He calls the world to wit­ 
ness that the Filipinos have not brokeu 
the “alliance” made with the Ameri­ 
cans through Admiral Dewey and the 
United States oonsuls at Hongkong and 
Singapore. The people, on seeing the 
American prisoners, cried out: 
“ We do not want war against the 
United States. We only defend oar in­ 
dependence against the imperialists. 
The sons of that mighty natiou are oar 
fneuds and brothers.”

Ready to Prepare For Presi­ 
dential Campaign.

N ew Y ork, Oct. 9.-—United States 
Senator James K. Joues of Arkansas, 
chairman of the Democratic national 
committee, and wife were passengers on 
the Cunard line steamship Lucama that 
reached New York city Sunday. They 
have been traveling in England, Ire­ 
land, Scotland, Switzerland and Wales 
for several months. 
Senator Jones said that he had been 
much benefited by his lengthy European 
travels and felt ready to go into the 
hard work necessary in getting ready 
for the presidential campaign. 
Senator Jones, when asked to give 
his views on the political situation, said 
that owing to his long absence abroad 
he was not as fully informed as to politi­ 
cal conditions as he hoped to be in a 
few weeks. 
When asked his opinion as to the 
probability of the Democratic nomina­ 
tion for president going to William J. 
Bryan, he said: 
“There is uo doubt that Bryan will 
receive the Democratic nomination for 
president,” and added, “has anybody 
any doubt on that question. Bryan is 
sure to win.” 
On the attitude of Richard Oroker aa 
to the nomination of Bryan for presi­ 
dent Senator Jones had little to say, 
merely replying to a direct question: 
“Croker is already in line.” 
As to possible outcome of the national 
campaign of 1900 Senator Joues said he 
believed that the free silver idea woald 
have a greater following than in the 
campaign of 1890. He bagjd this as­ 
sertion on the fact that the Democratic 
party would receive support in 1900 
from a new source. 
“ In 1890,” he said, “there were many 
Republicans and others who believed 
that when the Republican party de­ 
clared for bimetallism, the declaration 
was made in all sincerity. These same 
men now doubt the sincerity of that 
plan of the Republican party.” 
When asked what effect he thought 
the apparent prosperity in the western 
states would have on Democratic issues, 
Senator Jones said: 
“ Yes, I know they say at Washing­ 
ton that the country is in a highly pros­ 
perous condition, aud perhaps that is 
correct from certain standpoints. But 
I cannot see that there is any great 
material prosperity among the agricult­ 
ural aud similar classes. It does not 
appear to have affected the farmer nor 
has it done much as yet for the laboring 
man in general. Cotton and wheat 
have not made any advance to speak of 
in price. That argument oan readily 
answered when the time comes. 
“Of course there lias been an increase 
in the output of gold and that is bound 
to affect politics in some degree, greater 
or less. But that is only a proof of ths 
arguments advanced by us in 1896, that 
what the country needed was a greater 
volume of money in circulation.” 
When asked what effect he thought 
it would have on the voter in general 
he said in emphatic tones: “It will 
affect only those men who are very nar­ 
row in their political and social views. 
That voter it will influence, bat in 
reality it will be an argument in favor 
of our party.” 
He said that it was his opinion that 
the 'opposing presidential candidates 
would be Bryan and McKinley. The 
Democratic platform, ho declared,would 
be launched iu that year on compara­ 
tively tile same basis aud contain essen­ 
tially the same planks as in 1896. The 
party would declare for free silver at 
the same ratio and he thought about 
the only addition to or chcnge in the 
party platform of any moment would 
be a plank relative to anti-imperialism 
That ho asserted would undoubtedly be 
one of the most important issues in the 
campaign. He refused to discuss the 
matter any more than to say with a 
wave of tile hand, “everybody knows 
what imperialism means. The question 
nuder discussion means just tne re­ 
verse..”

Senator James K. Joues of Arkansas, 
chairman of the Democratic national 
committee, and wife were passengers on 
che Cunard line steamship Lucama that 
reached New York city Sunday.

Gn the attitude of Richard Oroker as 
to the nomination of Bryan for presi­ 
dent Senator Jones had little to say, 
merely replying to a direct question:

As to possible outcome of the national 
campaign of 1900 Senator Jones said he 
believed that the free silver idea would 
have a gloater following than in the 
campaign of 1890. He bus.d this as­ 
sertion on tub fact that the Democratic 
party would receive support in 1900 
from a new source. 
“ In 1890,” he said, “ there were many 
Republicans aud others who believed 
that when the Republican party de­ 
clared for bimetallism, the declaration 
was made in all sincerity. These same 
men now doubt the sincerity of that 
plan of the Republican party.” 
When asked what effect he thought 
the apparent prosperity in the western 
states would have on Democratic issues, 
Senator Jones said: 
“ Yes, I know they say at W ashing­ 
ton that the country is in a highly pros­ 
perous condition, aud perhaps that is 
correct from certain standpoints. 
But 
I cannot see that there is any great 
material prosperity among the agricult­ 
ural aud similar classes. It does not 
appear to have affected the farmer nor 
has it done much as yet for the laboring 
man in general. Cotton and wHeat 
have not made any advance to speak of 
in price. 
That argument can readily 
answered when the time comes. 
“Of course there has been an increase 
in the output of gold and that is bound 
to affect politics in some degree, greater 
or less. 
But that is only a proof of the 
arguments advanced by us in 1896, that 
what the country needed was a greater 
volume of money in circulation.” 
When asked what effect he thought 
it would have on the voter in general 
he said in emphatic tones: “ It will 
affect only those men who are very nar­ 
row in their political and social views. 
That voter it will influence, but in 
reality it will be an argument in favor 
of our party.” 
He said that it was his opinion that 
the "opposing presidential candidates 
would be Bryan and McKinley. The 
Democratic platform, ho declared,would 
be launched in that year on compara­ 
tively tile same basis aud contain essen­ 
tially the same planks as in 1896. The 
party would declare for free silver at 
the same ratio and he thought about 
the only addition to or chung© in the 
party platform of any moment would 
be a plank relative to anti-imperialism. 
That he asserted would undoubtedly be 
one of til© most important issues in the 
campaign.

The guns of the future may be 
taken into action on an automobile car­ 
riage. 
There 
will 
be 
no whirling 
around, for the gun will be rushed to 
the front, with its muscle pointing in 
the direction of the enemy. There will 
be no swift gallop through a cloud of 
dust, with the guns dancing and pranc­ 
ing over obstructions. 
The new gun 
will move silently and smoothly for­ 
ward on pneumatic tires. 
Such, at least, are the claims of th* 
inventor of the first automobile gun 
and carriage. Major R. P. Davidson of 
the Northwestern Military academy at 
Highland Park, Ills. 
In a few weeks 
he Intends to drive a battery of th# 
new guns from Chicago to Washington 
in order to show what can be done 
with these guns on a long march. 
He 
promises to make new records for long 
distances with the new gun. The mo­ 
tor gun carriage consists of a carriage 
having double driving wheels and sin­ 
gle steering wheel placed well forward. 
The motor and driving machinery are 
inclosed in the body of the carriage 
over the rear axle, while the gun is 
mounted in front of the operators with 
its muzzle extending forward over the 
steering wheel. 
The forward seats provide for a gun­ 
ner and a motorman, while the rear 
seats carry two men, one being an am­ 
munition tender and the other a re­ 
serve in case of one or more men being 
disabled. 
The large fuel tank Is placed under 
the forward floor so as to be well pro­ 
tected from danger, aud fuel for 200 
miles can be carried. 
T h e tank is of 
heavy, s e a m le s s s h e e t iron and is prac­ 
tically bullet proof. 
The m o to r and driving machinery 
are substantially identical in design 
with those used for the regular motor 
vehicles, which were much admired 
by Major Davidson because of their 
compact arrangement, 
light weight 
and extreme simplicity, all of which 
contribute to great reliability. 
There 
are but few delicate parts, so that the 
chances of being disable*! by bullets 
and hard use are very rem o te, and 
duplicates can easily be carried of all 
the small parts, so that repairs can be 
effected in short order' anywhere. 
The motor is always ready to start 
by a single touch of the crank aud will 
continue iu operation without attention 
until it is desired to stop. Its muscles 
never tire, and it is not likely to get 
lame or sick. 
It requires neither eta 
bilng nor grooming and is expected to 
prove an exemplary servant. For long 
distance 
movements 
the 
Inventor 
claims that this battery can make at 
least Ave times the distance possible 
with horses in a given time. 
Its four 
men are fighting units, and food sup 
plies need only be carried for them. 
The gun carries bullets of 44 caliber, 
having a range of 4,000 yards and fir­ 
ing at the rate of 400 shots per min­ 
ute. 
It is therefore a whole regiment 
in itself. 
The operation is automatic 
aud continues so as long as the trig­ 
ger is pressed or ammunition belts 
kept in the feeder, the recoil of the gun 
being arranged to reject the used shell 
and in s e rt a n e w one.

M anufactur­ 
ers of adulterated goods color them, so 
as to give them the appearance of be­ 
ing very strong, but iii fact they are 
exceedingly weak.
